Driven  Ashore. 
During  the  severe  gale  of  last  Sun- 
Vi  at  about  12  o'clock  the  schooner 
Australia,  Capt.  Thompson,  of  Rock- 
port,  M«.,  with  a  cargo  of  lime  from 
that  port  for  Biston,  ran  ashore  on 
the  easterly  batiks  of  Briggs'  Harbor. 
Capt.  Thompson  sta;es  that  he  en- 
countered the  storm  Sunday  when  off 
the  Isle  of  Shoals.  Shortly  af:er  the 
foresail  and  jib  were  blown  away  and 
the  vessel,  then  at  the  mercy  of  the 
gale  was  blown  and  drifted  about  un- 
Whcn  seen  nearing  the 
shore  it  did  not  seem  possible  that 
the  vessel  could  pass  between  thi 
rocks  and  ledges  at  the  en 
trance  of  the  harbor  without  bcin; 

anded  upon  one  of  them.  Mi 
William  Brennock,  who  first  saw  the 
1  approaching,  at  onee  collected 
w,  and  manning  the  new  life- 
boat which  has  recently  hcen  sta 
tior.ed  at  Government  island,  staited 
to  the  assistance  of  those  on  board, 
but  did  not  reach  the  craft  until  thf 
greatest  danger  was  over,  as  by  a! 
most  a  miracle,  It  seems,  she  passed 
safely  Inside  of  all  the  ledges,  IT! 
passing  over  White  Head  bar  an  a 
tempt  was  made  to  drop  an  anchi 
but  the  chain  being  checked  to  soo 
it  parted  and  the  anchor  was  lost. 
During  the  constant  wash  which  was 
sweeping  over  the  deck,  part  ol  the 
deck  load,  which  consisted  of  118 
barrels  of  lime,  caught  fire  and  it  be 
came  necessary  to  throw  overboard 
about  too  barrels  in  order  to  save  the 
rest.  Later  the  cargo  in  the  hold 
caught  fire  and  the  hatches  were  im- 
mediately plastered  down  in  order  to 
lOther  the  fire  if  possible.  If  the 
*  can  be  extinguished  the  vessel 
n  undoubtedly  be  got  off  by  remov 
ing  part  of  the  cargo,  without  much 
damage  as  she  is  perfectly  tight  and 
lays  in  a  very  easy  position.  The 
vessel  and  cargo  which  consists  of  750 
barrels  of  Rockport  lime  arc  insured. 
The  cargo  is  consigned  to  Hobbs  i: 
Co.,  of  Boston.  The  captain's  little 
son  accompanied  him  on  the  trip,  be- 
ing on  a  little  pleasure  excursion,  but 
judging  from  the  sample  be  has  seen 
of  pleasure  excursions,  he  will  want 
to  *tay  at  home  in  the  future.
